PETERSBURG, VA., May 21.-A large
delegation of Petersburg's .representative
citizens were to-dny given the oppor¬
tunity, through tho courtesy of Mr. and
Mrs. Alexander Van Rcnssalaer, of Phila¬
delphia, to see the work and Inspect the
buildings of tho John-A.· Dix Industrial
School, a. few miles from this city. In
Dlnwlddlo county. 'This-school, named
for John A. Dix, the' war Governor of
New York Stato, Is maintained by Mr.
end Mrs. Van Renssnlaor, who came
down from Philadelphia on their' yacht.
May, now at City Point, and went out to
the school to-day, having as their guests,
besides the P/ctersburg "contingent, a
number of men well known In educa¬
tional work, among whom wero Colonel
Schuyler Crosby, of New York; ex-Gov-
e«nor of Montana, and formerly a member
of the public school board of New York
city; Dr. H. B. Frisse!!,, head of tho
well known Industrial institute at Hamp¬
ton, Vn.; Mr. Woodley, of the school
board of Passale, ?, J,; and Messrs.'Mor-
rls Earl and II. C. Churchman, of Phila¬
delphia, both of whom take an active In¬
terest In this work.

SPDEND1D INSTITUTION.
Because of Its somewhat Isolated loca¬

tion, about a mile from Dlnwlddlo. sta¬
tion, on the Seaboard Air Une Railway,
comparatively few Petersburgers have
been aware of tho extent and value of
the work of this school, founded and
maintained by Northern phllanthroplsts,-
In giving colored young men and women,
not ''collegiate education," but practical,
manual preparation In workshop, forge,
kitchen and laundry for tho dally work
of their natural future life.
Agriculture is tho specialty of the

¦course, and thorough preparation In
every department of practical farming
Is afforded. The educational course is
elementary, and arranged to supplement
the prnctlcal work with appropriate men¬
tal training.
The visitors to-dny returned enthusl-

Bstlc about the Institution. This admir¬
able work for the colored race In this
section of Virginia was begun a number
of ycrs* ago by Mr. Alexander Van Rcns-
solaor"* father. Cortlandt Van Rensso-
laer. to whoso memory tho main building
of the school is dedicated. The Institu¬
tion was entirely reorganized a few years
ago, and is making great progress under
charge of Professor J. M. Soison, of Pe¬
tersburg., a Graduate of the Virginia
Normal and Industrial Institute.

il SMALL CROWD
GREETS MARTIN

Given Close Attention and Re¬
ceives Liberal Ap¬

plause.
(Special to The Times-Dispatch.)

ROANOKE, VA., May -¡¿---Senator
Thomas 8. Martin addressed a very small
crowd of Democrats at the Academy of
Music to-night. In tho building, which
seats 1,800, there were not moro than 200
people, whlle on the stago only iivo
friends of the senator wero seated.
Whether, this small crowd wae due to a

big rellfrlous tent meeting, prayer meet¬
ings and other entertainments, or lack
of Interest In the contest, cannot be said,
as thlo was tho first speech mado in the
Stato campaign.
Vet, the senator was received with ap¬

plauso and was frequently cheered dur¬
ing ills speech". He was introduced by
Judge John XV. Woods as "tho senator
who believes that the office is Intended
for the" service of the people, and he is
a servant of the people."
Senator Martin's speech wae very much

on the same lino as others he hasmade,
as reported in The Tlmes-Dlspatch. Much
of It was devoted to the criticisms of his
competitor.
Ho laid particular stress on the state¬

ment made by Governor Montague that
he had voted against the Call resolu¬
tion. He stated that It was a mtsstate-
ment, and the attention of the Governor
had been called to It. He had seen

newspaper report in which the Governor
had stated that he obtained his Infor¬
mation rrom a bureau of Information In
Washington, and If ho was in error he
would correct It. Parties who had heard
the statement at Bedford told-him that
thc Governor's explanation was very eva¬

sive. It was, said the senator, as posi¬
tively untrue as any .statement could be.
He also devoted much of his speecli to

showing what he had done for the work-
ingmen. His sympathies were always
with the man who worked, it had been
charged that he opposed the employers'
liability bill. It was wholly untrue; it
was regrettable that falsehoods traveled
faster than truth.
He read an extract from tho Railroad

Trainmen's Journal, published at Cleve¬
land, which eulogized him tor the part
lie had taken-In securing an amendment
to the rate commission bill and a letter
from Samuel Gompers also showed how
he had obtained equality for the navy-
yard and other workers with the clerks
in tho government service at Washington,
had secured the passage of a bill which
gave to workers during the Spanish' war

ÎCOO.OO0 for overtime work, and read ex¬

tract« from a letter from a Richmond
paper box manufacturer, who stated that
through his efforts an amendment hod
been made to a bill which threatened to
destroy the paper .box and throw thou¬
sands of girls out of employment.
He denied that ho had any connec¬

tion with a corporation, and said he did
not know of a single railroad president
who was supporting him. Ho also dis¬
cussed the railroad rate bill 'along the
same line as heretofore reported.
Ho said it was the most important mat¬

ter before the people, and predicted that
it would be passed at the nöxt meeting
of the Senate. The senator was heartily
applauded during his speech, and It was

much regretted that ,he' did not havo a

larger crowd. It was stated that ho will
speak here again before the campaign
closes. Ho goes from Boanoko to Pu-
laskl, whero ho will epeak to-morrow.

A Number of Earnest Speeches
to a Large and Inter¬

ested Audience.

MADISON, VA., May 24..An all-day
educational mass-meeting was hold here
yesterday In tho courthouse. The county
superintendent, James XV. Banks, Intro¬
duced the speakers. Tho Rev. Robb
White, of. Standardsville, Va., spoke only
about ten minutes, but in that sho«
space he said a great deal for t..e cause

of education. Ho wae followed by'Super¬
intendent Frank West, of Louisa, who
spoke about an hour. His speech was

eloquent and was fraught with a great
deal of Important information with re¬

gard to what our State is doing in the
way of education.
